His voice was 
weak, and he spoke with great diffi- 
culty, but seemed to be willing to 
all he knew, and his manner of testi+ 
fying seemed to impress all with i 
strict sincerity.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30. xclu- 
sive Dispatch] All extensive hing 
concessions for the coasts of Lower 
California granted by the Mexican 
government 1886 to the Mexican 
Land and Colonization Company, with 
headquarters at senada, have been 
sold to the Paci Fishing and Ex- 
ploration Company of, this city. The 
concessions cover a territory 17°90 
miles in extent, reaching from «he 
boundary line a few miles below San 
Diego to Cape San Lucas and up the 
Gulf to the mouth of the Colorado.

LONDON, Dec. 31.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.) The Tangier t of 
the Times says that the remnants of 
the routed Imperial army returned to 
Fez in a deplorable condition. The 
Sultan has told a deputation of Fes 
Moors that he is prepared to die in the 
defense of the town. 

The Moors are confident, continues 
the correspondent, after what passed 
between Menebhi, who visited London 
last year as Moorish Ambassador, and 
Foreign Secretary Lansdowne, that in 
case of necessity Great Britain cannot 
refuse to give the Sultan armed as- 
sistance. It is impossibie to disabuse 
them of this idea, as they lay the entire 
responsibility for the present rebellion 
at Great Britain's door for fostering 
European ideas, and introducing 
Christians into the Moorish court. 

CUT THE AQUEDUCT.

MADRID, Dec. 30.—A dispatch from 
Tangier, Morocco, today announced 
that the rebels had cut the aqueduct 
which supplied Fes with water and 
added that the place was practically 
without water.

Jury in Wanstead Wreck Inquest 
Points Out That Catastrophe Was 
Partly Due to Inexperienced Operators 
at Wyoming and Kings Court.

WYOMING (Ont.) Dec. 90.—The Coro- 
ners jury which bas been investigating 
the wreck at Wanstead last Friday 
night, in which tweaty-eight lives woe 
lost, brought in a verdict shortly before 
midnight tonight. The verdict is as 


follows. 

“We find that Arthur W. Ricketts 
was killed in the collision at Wanstead 
on the evening o Friday, December 26. 
1902. That caid collision was caused by 
wrong orders being given No. 5 at WA. 
ford. Responsibility for the issuance of 
wrong orders we are not agreed upon ag 
between Operator Carson and Dispateh. 
er Kerr. That after No. 6 had left Wat- 
ford by the issuance of wrong orders, 
we consider that the accident could 
have been averted by the operator e® 
Wyoming or Kings Court Junction had 
the railway company had more expe.i- 
enced operators at those points; (one 
being but a boy of 16,) at each of avhich 
places the dispatcher having had amp e 
time to do it had he endeavored to get 
the opposing trains st pped.” 

The principal feature of the testi- 
mony today was the evidence of James 
Troyer, the night operator at King’s 
Court uJnction, where Despatcher Kerr 
endeayored to stop the express train. 
Troyer, who is a boy of sixteen years, 
stated that he was on duty for the 
firat time on the night of the accident, 
and that his total previous experience 
as an operator was for two nights at 
Strathroy, where he received only a to- 
tal of four messages. He gave as a 
reason for not hearing is>atcher 
Kerr calling him for seven or eight 
minutes, that he was studying the 
time table, and did not recognige the 
office call, which he had heard only 
once before. Troyer’s extreme youth 
and apparent incompetency made a 
deep impression upon the jury.

| REET PRIZES DIFFERENT. 

| SANTA MARIA, Dee. 30.—The Union 
| Sugar Company during the coming sea- 
| gon will not award prizes on the same 
conditions as existed last year, in 
which premiums were offered to farm- 
(ers erowing the largest tonnage of 
beets per acre. The officials state that 
| during the past season many farmers 
put forth their best energy toward 
growing a large crop and neglected 
proper cultivation, to the detriment of 
sugar contained in the beets. The 
company, if it awards apy prizes at 
all, will hereafter base its premiums 
on the per cent. of sugar contained in 
the beets. Many tons of beets deiiv- 
ered at the factory sheds during the 
past campaign contained barely enough 


sugar to warrant their being run 
through the sliver. Some of the beets 
delivered ran as low as 8 and 10 per 


cent, which, if used, prove a clear loss 
to the company. The keen competi- 
tion with foreign sugar requires beets 
4% contain at the very least 10 per cent, 
Sugar before they can be worked at 
all and avoid loss to the manufactur- 
ers. Superintemlent Atkinson states 
on several .oceasions the price 
of sugar has been forced to such a 
low figure that the factory actually

Jesse M. Savage, a young Califor- 
nian who for some years has been en- 
goged in the coffee business in South, 
America, passed through Los Angeles 
yesterday, en route to Seattle, where 
he will visit his mother. 

Recently Mr. Savage has been living 
in Caracas, Venezuela, leaving just be- 
fore the present difficulty with the 
European powers set in. While wait- 
ing at the Angelus for an evening train 
Mr. Savage talked briefly of conditions 
there to a Times reporter. 

He'said: “The trouble with Vene- 
zuela is the dire ignorance and selfish- 
ness of its chief men. President Castro 
I know personally. He is not at heart 
u bad man, but is narrot%-minded, con- 
ceited, and inordinately given to fos- 
tering his own interests, at whatever 
expense. 

“Naturally, IT am not in' with the 
overnment, and do not know the 

ndamental cauge of the recent inter- 
national trouble, but I think it safe to 
ascribe ui to the gobbling of the funds 
by the leading men. 

The chief officers of all these little 
republics live Uke the princes of any 
imperial domain, with a great retinue 
of idle ‘hangers-on, and eat up what 
little funds may have aecumulated in 
short order. If the President of the 
United States were to assume the dig- 
nity affected by these petty officera, I 
certainly believe he would be im- 
peached of misdemeanor in office. 

am not in a position to accurately 
enumerate the sums which the admin- 
istration epends upon itself down 
there, but what with city residences, 
‘official palaces’ and country houses, 
gudrds, troops and magnificent enter- 
tainments, the etanding wonder is that

It is, 
indeed, we believe, the common prac- 
tice to make no provision whatever for 
the men in this regard, expecting 
them to “board themselves” and sicep 
out of doors or in outhouses. It 18 
evident that this sort of treatment is | 
not calculated to add to the attract- 
iveness of farm labor in California. | 
While it is true that the mild climate 
of Californie—and especially of South- 
ern California—renders it possible for 
healthy men to sleep out of doors with 
comparative safety and freedom from 
discomfort during most of the year. 
it is not desirable that they should 
do bo except from cholce. And men 
who labor hard should have, and in 
order to keep n a healthy condition 
must have, an abundance of whole- 
some, nutritious food. 

The correspondent is probably rich 
‘In declaring that there would be lit- 
tle trouble in securing enough farm 
laborers in California if employers 
would house and feed their employés 
as well as eastern farm hands are 
housed and fed. The problem ap- 
pears not to be a very difficult onc 
% solve. Comfortable lodgings, or 
“barracks,” could be provided at a 
comparatively small cost, which, when 
once bailt, would be permanent. In 
this: climate a well-constructed tent 
makes a fairly comfortable shelter 
the year around. The commissary 
question ought not to present any 
serious difficulties, in a land where 
provisions of all kinds are so plenti- 
ful as tuey are in California. Some 
such plan as that usually employed in 
grading camps—where the men often 
live on “the fat of the land”—woul/ 
seem to be practicable as applied to 
the feeding of ranch hands.

ICTORY FOR FREE LABOR. 
A London dispatch to the New 

York Sun, under date of December 20. 
gives an account of a verdict recently 
rendered in the Englich courts against 
a railway employés’ union, known as 
the Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Servants, for damages in the sum of 
$140,000. The plaintif{,in the case 
was the Taff Vale Raflway Company, 
which sued the Amalgamated Society 
of Railway Servants for damages in 
the sum named, because of a strike 
precipitated in August, 1900. and fol- 
lowed up by intimidation, violence,” 
boycotting, picketing and other dis- 
reputable practices, which are the 
usual concomitants of strikes. 

From the dispatch above referred to 
it appears that the Taff Vale railway 
strike began suddenly at midnight on 
August 19, 1900, when more than 1200 
men quit work, although more than 
800 of this number hed not received 
notice to end their contracts. On be- 
half of the railway company it was 
asserted that the railway men's un- 
ion maintained the strike by intimi- 
dation and picketing, and that the un- 
lon officials induced the workmen to 
break their contracts. Without leav- 
ing their seats the jury returned a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiffs, and 
the railway union, which has in its 
treasury the sum of $1,250,000) invested 
in bonds.) will probably have to pay 
the full amount of the verdict. 

The above verdict is the culmina- 
tion of a somewhat protracted course 
of litigation. In the earlier stages of 
this litigation the question of chief im- 
portance was as to whether a labor 
union could sue and be sued. This 
question having been cecided affirma- 
tively by the court of iast resort, the 
railway company brought action 
against the officials of the union, the 
being Richard 
Bell, M. P., general secretary, and 
James Holmes, organizing secretary, 
of the Amaigamated Society of Ruil- 
way Servants. 

“The union officials contended,” 
says the diepatch, “that they were nat 
liable for acts of violence which they 
had not ordered. The jury refused to 
take that view of the case, and, keep- 
ing in mind the natural consequences 
of the conduct of the officials, held 
that they had assisted in carrying out 
the strike by unlawful means. it 
is further declared that this verdict 
“is regarded as the clearest state- 
ment of the limits beyond which trade 
unionism must not go since the fa- 
mous case of Allen vs. Flood, when

. NSANITY is a digease of the 
| brain affecting the mind,” said a

This unqualified 
claim is scientifically incontestable, 
while, as a matter of fact, it embraces 


- 


maximum, as from simple alcoholic 
loquacity to the chaotic state of drivel- 
ing dementia. To draw the line any- 
where between the two extremes would 
be a mere arbitrary conirivance, since 
the term disease does not mecessarly 
imply anything more than an abnormel 
state of functioning, a condition which 
we are all liable to experience more or 
less from day to day, and which affects 
our judgment, our feelings and our so- 
cial activities. 

MIND INDEPENDENT OF BRAIN. 

To all appearances, sanity of mind 
may exist with extensive organic dis- 
ease of the brain, extending trom end 
io end, or side to side, while, on the 
the other and, insanity may eie 
Without any certain evidence oi brain 
disease whu'ever, aside from the psy- 
cheiogical phenomena which make it 
evident.. These observations need be in 
no way surprising, since such negative

when enforced upon individuals oi 
average health. sutiice to cause insan- 
ity to the extent of confusion, stupor 
or huilucinations,

Indeed, nu 
than six cases ure recorded in which 
good intelligence, with compiete men- 
tal integrity existed with total absence 
of the connects band, the corpus cal- 
sum, between the two hemispueres of 
the brain, 

From all this it is obvious that our 
only certain evidence of Sanity or in- 
sanity is to be found by an inspection | 
of mental phenomena, such as ex- 
pressed by demeanor, speech and con- | 


duct. | 

In testing for fanity or mental | 
soundness we may appiy two standards 
—the racial or tribal type and the idea! 
type of reason and experience. The 
firet standard is the lower or narrower . 
and simpiy requires that the individual! 
shail possees his usual mental integrity. 
which may be that of a dude, an an- 
archist, or a Doukhobor. He is simply 
viewed in the light of his raciai aad 
gect peculiarities, such customs, | 
habits and prevailing ideas, with a 
iberal altlowance ior persofial varia- 
tion. Should he go beyond these condi- | 
tions tony very Marked extent his be 
havior would necessarily become unin- | 
tetligible and perhaps obnoxious to the 
majority of his race or sect and con- 
sequentiy he could only be regarded 
by such as being unsound in mind or 
perhaps criminai. Many of the world’s 
greatest reformers have unjustly suf- 
fered from the application of this 
standard of sanity. 

THE IDEAL TEST. 

The second or higher standard is 
based upon a comparison of the indt- 
vidual’s qualities with his natural pos- 
sibilities as viewed in the light of rea- 
gon and experience. It not only re- 
quires that the individual shall have 
tun possession of his mental lacullies, 
but also that he is working out his 
probiems, his thoughts and his needs in 
hat mony with reason, experience and 
existing conditions. It deciares that an 
indiviaual may be all that the lower 
siandard requires, and yei be unsound 
—be jiving at variance with funda- 
mental laws and needs of human na- 
ture, to the extent of misdirected ac- 
tivities and irrational expectations, 
while it also declares that he may dtn 
fer greatiy from his racial type and 
yet be a same man. 

This standard requires the existence 
of intellectual integrity and emotional 
controlled by moral quaiilics 
soundiy based, inusmuch as these are 
intergependent conditions which react 
upon and qualify each other. No cuse 
ot Insanity exists without moral ob- 
liquity, waile it is inconceivabie that 
moral obliquity can arise in a perfectly 
sound mind. fhe quality of the fruit 
proves the nature and condition of the 
piant. 

REASON VERSUS EMOTION. 

if we examine man as a reacting 
agent we observe that he responds by 
inteliigence or by sentiment (emotion,) 
the will being but an expression 9. 
tnese. These iwo distinctions group a.) 
individuals according to whether they 
are chiefly intellectual or chien; 
‘emotional in their mental habits—thai 
ix to say, there are some who habitual. 
reach conciusions through a conscious 
process of analysis Or comparison, WIe 
there are others who habitually arrive 
at decisions by a more or less spon- 
taneous or sub-conscious method. 
other words, reason and [veling ure the 
two essential conditions in conduct 
which normally work in harmony, 5% 
are often found in conflict.

SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY. 

It is to be observed that while all 
minds are not possessed of the same 
capacity—the same powers of reach— 
yet all may possess the same general 
outlook, an outlook that keeps ever ex- 
tending vision by extending, order. To 
this end are required ijocaiizing prin- 
ciples—principles derived from the uni- 
versal sense af dependence and free- 
dom, and from which is derived the 


necessary conclusions. From these, 
again, we derive our natural sense of 
justice, which, when applied to ex- 
perience, deciares that me is not in 
itseif an end, but a process for a 
higher or lower fitness with mortal 
qualities existing only in material 
forms. In other words, a court of ab- 
solute justice must exist somewhere in 
the infinite future to fit the purpose of 
natural economy. 

Such are principles revealed alike 
by common experience and seientific 
analysis. They give the moral eye of 
right, relationship, and therefore the 
Sane attitude of mind. Thelr practical

loss. As Froude, the historian, ob- 
serves, in reference to a certain peo- 
ple, “they exhibit a dignity of charac- 
ter arising from their interest in things 
unseen that poverty could not destroy.” 
In brief, the highest test of intellectual 
soundness is in the quality or service- 
ability of the ideas which the mind 
either evolves or accepts. 

In respect to the emotional dlisposi- 
tion it is to be observed that both it 
and memory are normally the reserves 
and support of the injellect, and there- 
fore should always Be subservient to 
reason. But inasmuch as emotion is 
chiefly the product of past experiences 
and habits plus existing organic con- 
ditions, it practically represents the 
history of the individual, so that it 
will vary in degree and form accord- 
Ing to the personal differences and the 
variations of self-control. The typically 
s critical from general 
principles, while the common mind iw 
chiefly imitative and emotional and 
ise weak in critical power. 

THREE PRINCIPAL TESTS. 

Having briefly indleated the natural 
and necessary basis for rational 
thought and conduct, We may now ob- 
serve what tests may be deduced from 
the standards described. There are 
evidently three, and they correspond 
with the three divisions of mind—, 
reason, feeling and will or attitude. 
The first is intellectual soundness. This 
may be granted when the individual's 
ideas are ali in harmony and do not 
conflict with demonstrate facts or 
demonstrable principles. Th's condition 


lectual power as shown by ability to 
attend to a given task consecutively, 
distinctness of mental impressions and 
facility in reproducing them and the 
range and accuracy of the association 
of ideas. 

Emotional stability is the second 
test. This is evident when the indi- 
vidual’s conduct habitually corresponds 
with his ideas of relationship Social 
subserviency is the third. This is evi- 
denced by ‘the sacrificial attitude and

by the observance of the common 
civilities. In the highest type of sanity 
the finding of these three tests will 
fully correspond. In conclusion we 
may glance at a few common short- 
comings. 

ABNORMAL HISTORICAL TYPES. 
The most frequent manifestation of 
mental unsoundness among individuals 
at large is an opposition of feeling to 
reason, or some form of irregular emo- 
tion. This opposition or warfare is 
displayed in all degrees and in a great 
variety of forms, although in Comper. | 
atively few is it a serious or fixed con- 
dition. It .becomes intensified by in- 
dulgence until it may become an over- 
ruling passion and entirely beyond the 
control of reason. The “hebo,” the 
inebriate, the gambler and the aban- 
doned female are tyes of the worst, 

go is the reckless “Mra. Grundy.” 

In such cases reason exists as a sort 
of passive onlooker whenever Impulse 
and opportunity meet. In the early 
stages some degree of remorse may be 
experienced until the morbid habit be- 
comes a “second nature, when refiec- 
tion upon the condition may finally 
cease. Such a condition is as clearly 
evidence of mental unsoundness as 
anything can be, for while the indulg- 
ence of a morbid appetite may express 
the volition of the moment, it must be 
regarded as an involuntary act with 
reference to the subject's general voll- 
tion. 

GREAT MEN'S MORBID HABITS. 

This conflict of reason and feeling ts 
not limited to ordinary mortals. Re- 
nan described himself as a tlssve of 
contradictions. “One of my halves, 
said. he. is constantly occupied in 
demolishing the other.” Alfred de 
Musset and Auguste Comte had both 
much the same exper ence, while Lord 
Rosebery obsorves, in respect to Napo- 
leon, that one day fe is a devout de- 
tender of the divinity of Cnhrist, on 
the other he is a materialist pure and 
simple; today an admi:er of the peo- 
ple, tomorrow a rank cynic; at once 
a revolutionist and a hater of revolu- 
tiort: a despot and a destroyer of des- 
potism. He was afflicted with epi- 
lepsy. 

Mohammed, at the age of 49 years, 
savs Schaff, had his firet vision of Ga- 
briel in a trance at Mt. Hira. He re- 
peatedly returned to the mount to 
commit suicide, but as osten as he ap- 
preached the precipice, the v.sion of 

tabriel appeared, saving: “I am . 
britl. and thew art Mohammed, the 
prophet of God. Fear not.” He waa 
a slave to sensual passions, which grew 
with his years, and, like Napoleon. he 
wre also an en ptic.

SWING INWARD. 


Enormous Enevease in Number of Im- 
migrants Landed in New York During 
the Year New Ending. 

‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A MI 

TURK, Ver. 0. — White the im- 
migration at this port for the last half 
of the current year, says the Journal 
of Commerce, hae not been as large as 
that of the first six months, there was 
a very heavy increase in the total im- 
migration as compared with the pre- 
vious calendar year. The total num- 
ber of immigrants that arrived at Now 
York and were admitted in 1902, up to — 
and including December 28, was 3.751, 
as compared with 417,713 in 1901; a gain 
the year of more than 135,000. The 
month of May showed the largest im- 
migration, the number of arrivals in 
that month being 82,154. 

Italy and Austria-Hungary contrib- 
uted the largest proportion of the year’s 
immigration, the number of arrivals 
from Italy being larger than from any 
other country; the influx from Ruesia, 
Germany, Norway and Sweden, Greece 
and the United Kingdom was also very 
heavy. 

As to destination, the italian immi- 
grants stay for the most part in this 
section of the country, chiefly in and QUI 
abeut New York, alt ough there has 
continued to be an increase in the num- 
ber who go West, to Ohio, Illinois, and 
even to California. 

The Hebrews also stay for the most 
part in New York, and vicinity. The 
Germans settie largely in the East, but 
also go in large numbers to other parts 
of the country.
